A short aecount of the literury acquirementa of the 


lovely Lady Jane Grey who fell a plenty ah fed 
wild umbition of her father-in law, the Duke 
Noi thumberland — She woe beheaded in the reign 
oS Queen Mary of England, in 1554, 


“ Betore Lady Jane Gop was twelye years old, 
she Was mustress of eight languages. Sie wrote 
and spoke the Bnylish tongue with elegance and 
accuracy, French, Halan, Latin, and even Greek, 
she possessed toa perfection as if they were native 
to her, and she had made some progress in He- 
brew, Chaldee, and Arabic. Yet she dul not, bike 
some leurned ladies, in pursuit of these extraordi- 
nary acquisitions, fall into any neglect of those 
usefal and ornamental arts, whch are peculiarly 
to be desired in the female sex. The delicacy ot 
her taste displayed iteell in the variety of her nee- 
dle-warks, and even in the beauty and regularity 
of her hand writing. She played admirably upon 
various instruments of muse, and accompank d 
them with a voice poculiarly sweet.—What an 
agreeable picture does the history of the earliest 
years of (his interesting woman present to our fan- 
cy! Though of noble and royal descent, she did 
not think that excused her from the perform nce 
of ber duties, or the cultivation of her mind = Bhe 
was aniious to improve her moments.

FOREIGN SUMMARY. 


Since our last summary, says the Philadelphia 
Recorder, Paris dates have been received to the 
13th of March, inclusive. 
It would seem, from London dates to the 11th 
of March, quoted in ffie French papers, that ten 
sail of the line were to be pat in immediate com- 
Mission; and that great naval promotions were 
about to take place. 
Expectations of peace were revived in Iondon, 
by despatches, said to have been received Mere 
on the 11th of March—but they were not war- 
ranted by any indications at Paris or Madrid of a 
later date, where every thing seemed to portend 
an immediate bursting of the storm. ‘Tle oppo- 
sition papers contain very plain insinuations 
against the sincerity of the ministers, in reference 
to their professions of sympathy and interest for 
the Spanish cause; and alledge that the despatches 
above alluded to, relate to an intrigue carried on 
at Madrid by the representative of Great Britain, 
Sir William A’Court, with the view of embarras- 
sing the operations of the Spanish liberals, and of 
favouring the monstrous pretensions ofthe French. 

The Sonal des Debuts, the moderate royalist 
paper of Paris, of the 15th March, announces with 
extreme regret ‘‘ that the last hopes of peace are 
alinost entirely extinguished.” The same paper 
states, that on the 10th the French funds fell two 
franes, owing to the increasing prospect of war. 
The Duke of Reggio left Paris on the 12th for 
Bayoune, the Count D’Escars, aid to the Duke of 
Angouleme, on the 15th, the latter was to sect out 
on the 15th. ' 

The address of the King of Spain, at the open- 
ing of the Cortes, breathes a spirit of determined 
resistance to the projects of the enemy—encoura- 
ges the Cortes to perseverance, and 1s a patriotic 
and eloquent appeal to the Spanish nation to 
arouse and prepare for the crisis. Yhe King pled- 
ges himself to co-operate with the Cortes in any 
measures adopted by them for the common de- 
fence. Whatever suspicions may attach to the 
sincerity of Ferdinand, the tone of his address, no 
less than that of the answer which glows with the 
most devote; triotism, is evincive of the senti- 
ments of Jortes, and of their determination 
to resist the threatened aggression. 

By letters from Cadiz to the 14th of March and 
from verbal information, it would secm that the 
King and Cortes had left Madrid for Seville. And 
it was reported as late as the 16th, that 15,000 
French troops had entered Spain, and that the 
33d French regiment, who had been sent to con- 
struct a bridge over the Bidassoa—-which sepa- 
tates France from Spain—had deserted with all 
the plans and proclaimed the constitution. We 
doubt the truth of the report, as it is hardly pro- 
bable that the French army » ould enter Spain in 
the absence of their gencralissimo, who was not 
to leave Paris before the 15th.
